off. T am afraid we are in for an­ 
other three years of it and by that 
time—if it does last Ro 
long— 
there are going to be many des­ 
perate peoples in the world and 
the evils of it will go down to gen­ 
erations. 
“ The duty of home folks no less 
important than ours here is going 
to be, as a wholelhearted, unre­ 
served support and allegiance to 
the cause and a determination to 
face w’illingly most drastic sacri­ 
fices and deprivations. 
“ As to our alternative, it is ex 
actly 
as 
the 
President 
said: 
‘There is no alternative for us.’ If 
the Teutons conquer the European 
allies the United States will have 
to face the malone or submit to 
such bondage as no people in the 
world were ever similarly called 
upon to submit to. The fact that 
we would assuredly have to pay 
the whole cost of the war w’ould 
not be the most important one, nor 
the most dreaded one. We w'ould 
surely have Prussian overseers in 
every state, county and tow’ii. The 
county officials would act under 
their orders, the banks would sub­ 
mit to them reports. 
“ Of course, as 1 said, this is an 
alternative none will consent to 
face.” — Fort Worth Star-Tele- 
gram.
